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MEMORANDA. 


Trade.—The oversea imports during October were valued at £2,036,380, 
which shows an increase of £351,897, or nearly 21 per cent., as compared 
with the corresponding month of last year. The total for the ten 
months was £19,073,201, an increase of £2,416,278, or over 14 per 
cent. over the corresponding figures for 1909. There were increases in 
most of the principal articles—apparel and _ soft goods, agricultural 
implements, boots and shoes, iron and steel, metal manufactures, 
tobacco, cigars, &e. 

The oversea exports for October amounted to £3,872,014, being an 
increase of £836,705, or over 27 per cent., compared with the 
corresponding month of last year. For the ten months there was an 
increase in the oversea exports of £5,055,442, or over 26 per cent., as 
compared with last year.

Separating merchandise from gold, the exports of the former during 
the ten months increased by £5,585,692, and the latter. decreased by 
£530,250. 

Imports at Sydney.—There is included in the Bulletin for the first time a 
statement of the articles imported at Sydney. This information has 
been collected by the Sydney Harbour Trust, and will be included each 
month in future. The particulars given are the weight and measure- ~ 
ment of goods imported Oversea, Interstate, and from State ports, and 
in the case of the Interstate movement the value also is given. The

Public Finances.—The Public Accounts for October show that the net 
revenue for the month was £1,286,799, or £57,349 more than in October 
of last year. During the four months ended 31st October the revenue 
was £4,502,745, being £149,844, or over 3 per cent. more than the 
corresponding period of the last financial year.

The expenditure during October was £1,364,226, a decrease of £8,406, 
as compared with October of last year. During the four months the 
expenditure was £5,148,521, being £256,548, or over 5 per cent., more 
than in 1909-10.

On the 3lst October, 1910, the Consolidated Revenue Account 
was in debit to the amount of £240,961, but payments in anticipation 
of Loan Votes have been made to the extent of £578,063, which, when 
recovered, will improve the Revenue Balance to that amount. 


Banks of Issue.—The banking averages for the quarter ended 30th Septem- 
ber, which generally covers the accounts for the weakest period of the 
year, continue to show very great expansion, the principal feature being 
the extraordinary increase in the amount of coin and bullion held both 
for the quarter and the year. Compared with the corresponding period 
of last year, there was an increase of £4,234,796 in current accounts, 
and in deposits as a whole, of £5,391,884. Reserves of coin and 
bullion were £3,287,315 greater. Advances increased by £1,719,082 
during the quarter, and during the year by £1,261,698. The Returns 
of the Colonial Bank of Australasia are included in the statements for 
the first time, 


Railways.—The report on Railways for the quarter ended 30th September 
shows that, compared with the corresponding quarter of last year, the 
earnings increased by £211,354, and the working expenses by £83,485, 
the net result being a record improvement of £127,869. Relatively 
the earnings increased by 4id., and the expenditure by id., per train 
mile, 

Gold Production.—The gold yield during October was 17,423 oz. crude, 
equal to 14,041 oz. fine, valued at £59,641. The value of gold produced 
during the ten months was £675,944, and showed a decrease of 
£59,341, as compared with the corresponding period of 1909. 


Prices.—The general index number for October was lower than in September, 
but higher than for the corresponding month of last year. The index 
number for pastoral produce was 1,246, for metals 1,135, and for all 
articles 1,225. During the month there was, except in respect 
of metals, a general decline in values; the principal articles to show 
decreases were leather, skins, and frozen beef, but scoured wool, tallow, 
copper, lead, silver, and tin were higher than in September. 


Meteorology.— During the month of October a series of rainstorms passed 
over the State and proved very beneficial, but the falls were chiefly 
confined to the eastern districts until the latter end of the month, when 
the western district participated, The total rain recorded, however, 
fell short of the average over. fully three-fourths of the State, the chief 
areas receiving falls in excess being the North-Western Plain, Metro- 
politan District, and portions of the Central-Western Plain, North- 
Western and Central Slopes, Hunter and Manning, and the Northern 
Tableland. The temperature experienced was very varied, alternating 
between summer heat and winter cold. 


Land Selections. During October, 146 new settlers applied for 66,752 
acres; and 68,997 acres, representing 100 blocks, were set apart for 
residential settlement. Since the beginning of the year the number of 
new ‘settlers hag been 1,622, and the area applied for 929,912 acres. 
The original area set apart for residential settlement since the 1st 
January has been 691,171 acres, representing 993 blocks.
